NAZIS REPORT NEW WEAPON; 
CALL IT THE FOG GRENADE 


Device Said to Give Off Cloud of 
Smoke With Radius Up to 
606 Yards. 


LONDON, Sept. 22 (AP).—A fog 
grenade was described on the Ber- 
lin radio last night by a Nazi 
colonel] as Germany’s newest weap- 
on. The speaker said the grenade 
developed a cloud up to a radius 
of 600 yards to dazzle the enemy 
and conceal Nazi army movements. 

Weapons throwing the grenades 
are fully motorized but are light- 
er than ordinary artillery, the 
speaker said, while their many 
barrels and electrical fuses permit 
mass firing. 

The bursting grenades, however, 
were described as less accurate 
and less effective against machine- 
gun nests than artillery.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
THE SOUTHWEST PACIFIC, 
Bept. 22 (AP). — Only two days 
after the fall of Lae, New Guinea, 
airborne troops of Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur seized a village 60 
miles to the northwest while waves 
of American bombers wrecked air- 
dromes, bridges, trucks and roads 
along a path of future conquest 


for 350 miles north. 

The seizure of Kaiapit by trans- 
port-flown Autralians last Satur- 
day night, following quickly the 
overrunning of Lae the previous 
Thursday, was disclosed in a com- 
munique today. 

This- new stroke, which the 
_ Japanese futilely tried to erase by 
counterattacks, and the latest air 
blows with 97 tons of bombs and 
120,000 rounds of ammunition all 
the way from south of Madang to 
Wewak, clearly indicated the de- 
termination of MacArthur that his 
victories at Lae and Salamaua 
shall yield quick dividends. 

The Japanese air force, obvious- 
ly concerned by the Allied ad- 
vances on the New Quinea ground 
front and the hammering dealt by 
Adm. William F. Halsey’s growing 
air might in the Solomons, struck 
back on both arms of the 750- 
mile battle arc. 

Japs Routed From Area. 

Captured Kaiapit is inland on 
the Huon peninsula behind the 
Markham Valley positions which 
airborne troops seized Sept. 5 to 
set in motion a pincers movement 
which resulted in the capture of 
Lae in less than two weeks, It is 
mot far from Bena Bena which 
some time ago was raided re 
peatedly by Japanese planes. These 
raidg never have been explained 
but indicated the presence of Al- 
lied forces at Bena Bena. 

The Australians, who were 
landed on a grassy field at Kaiapit 
Saturday night and Sunday, now 
have driven Japanese out of that 
immediate area. 

On Monday, more than 50 
- Mitchells and Flying Fortresses 
‘ dumped 54 tons of bombs and 
. fired 120,000 rounds of bullets 
. among the communication areas 
around Astrolabe Bay, some 70 
_ Miles above Kaiapit, without the 
_ Joss of any Allied plane. Four 
. important bridges on Japan's 
* coastal supply road were blown to 
' bits. On the same day, fighters 
escorted Liberators in a 43-ton 
- bombing of airdromes at Wewak, 

more than 300 miles above Lae. 

' One flight of Liberators in the 
Wewak attack, led by Maj. Wil- 
- Ham Welch of St. Louis, dropped a 
_ gtick of bombs which causéd a 
great sheet of flame, indicating a 
hit on a large fuel dump. 

(Maj. Welch is the son of Mrs, 
' Elia Johnston, 5403 West Lough- 
borough avenue. He is 23 years 
old and was stationed at Hickam 
Field, Hawaii, when the Japanese 
attacked Pearl Harbor. After 
graduating from Blewett High 
School, he attended Cape Girar- 
deau Teachers’ College. Before en- 
listing in September, 1940, he was 
employed by the International 
Bhoe Co.) 

More than 400 Japanese planes 
have been wiped out since mid- 
August at Wewak, the last large 
New Guinea base remaining in 
enemy hands. 

Allied medium bombers, ranging 
north of Australia near the west- 
ern end of New Guinea, attacked 
airdromes and other enemy instal- 
lations in the Kai and Boeroe 
island groups, causing fires and 
explosions. 

Enemy Air Attacks. 

The Japanese air force lost three 
fighters out of a formation of 25 
which inflitted some damage and 
casualties in a raid on Nadzab, 
the airstrip 20 miles back of Lae 
which Allied paratroops occupied 
17 days ago. 

The enemy lost 20 planes in a 
raid, reported today, made by 30 
dive bombers and 20 fighters last 
Saturday on American positions at 
Barakoma, Vella ‘Lavella Island, 
in the Solomons. In that sector, 
Japanese planes also hit weakly 
at the Munda airfield on New 
Georgia and at American positions 
on Guadalcanal. 

Near New Georgiasthe Japanese 
are manifesting alarm over the 
threat posed by American at- 
tempts to completely occupy Arun- 
del Island within artillery range 
of the enemy’s Vila garrison on 
Kolombangara. 

Under cover of darkness, the 
Japanese sent reinforcements in 
barges across narrow Blackett 
Strait, but most of them were driv- 
en off by American gunfire. Ene- 
my troops on Arundel’s northern 
tip battled tenaciously in behalf 
of Vila, whose garrison's supply 
line has been rendered precarious 
by American occupation of Vella 
Lavella above Kolombangara.

Yanks Take Campagna. 


The Fifth Army of Lt. Gen. 
Mark W. Clark fought its way 
steadily east and northeast from 
the Salerno beachhead and the line 
facing the Germans swung grad- 
ually to an east-west position. 
American troops captured the 
towns of Campagna, about 20 miles 
inland and six miles northeast of 
Eboli, and Montecorvino-Rovella, 
which is 12 miles northeast of Sa- 
lero. British troops drove the Ger- 
mans from’ San Cipriano, eight 
miles northeast of Salerno and the 
most northerly point of fighting in 
the Salerno area. 

Frontline reports from the Sa- 
lerno area told how Fifth Army 
troops, beating a path through the 
rugged mountain barrier north and 
northeast of Salerno, were encoun-. 
tering fierce enemy artillery and 
mortar fire. 

To the east of Salerno, however, 
Gen. Clark’s men met only small 
rearguard detachments and the 
Germans there appeared depend- 
ing primarily upon extensive min- 
ing and demolitions to hinder the 
American advance and to give 
their own troops the ppportunity 
to withdraw. 

A British correspondent report- 
ed today that the Germans are 
making for the mountain ridge di- 
viding the Sele plain from Naples. 
‘First Phase Definitely Over.’ 
A military spokesman, declaring 
“the first phase of the Salerno 
battle now is definitely over,” add- 
ed “we have inflicted upon the 
enemy heavy losses in personnel 
killed and captured and in equip- 
ment.” 

The spokesman reported, as did 
front dispatches, that fighting 
was particularly stubborn in the 
hill areas north and northeast of 
Salerno in terrain which gave the 
enemy strong defensive advant- 
ages, At some points, he declared,

Two men who many years ago at- 


tempted to assassinate Benito Mus- 
solini and were condemned to life 
imprisonment have been released 
by Allied authorities from notori- 
ous: penal islands but one of them, 
by a ghastly mischance, was killed 
by a German shell just seven days 
after he had been at liberty for 
the first time in 16 years. 

““The unfortunate victim was the 
less well-known of the two, He 
was an anarchist named Lucetti 
who, in the early days of the 
Fascist regime, threw a bomb at 
Mussolini but missed. 

At that time there was no death 
penalty in Italy. 

Lucetti was confined on the is- 
land of Santo Stefano and was 
freed by Allied forces Sept. 10. 
He was taken to the island of 
Ischia and was awaiting transpor- 
tation when he was killed by a 
German shell on Sept. 17. 

Hero of World War. 

Far more famous was Col. Tito 
Zaniboni who was on the island 
of Ponza when he was liberated. 

Zaniboni was one of Italy’s 
World War heroes. He was colo- 
nel of a regiment of Alpine troops’ 
which all combatants in the last | 
war recognized as one of the best. 
fighting units in the world. He

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had every decoration for valor that 
Italy could give. 

From the beginning of Fascism 
Zaniboni declared against it. | 

In 1927 he made up his mind that | 
the best thing he could do for 
Italy would be to kill Mussolini. 
He bought the @nest high-powered 
hunting rifle with telescope sights. 

Zaniboni planned his attempt on 
Mussolini's life for months. 

One of the few places Mussolini 
could be relied on to appear in. 
public during the first half of the 
Fascist regime was the balcony of 
Palazzo Chigi which Mussolini 
used as his prime ministerial of- 
fice. 

Friend Betrays Gunman. 

Zaniboni finally managed to rent 
a room about 100 yards from the 
Chigi balcony and overlooking it. 
He had practiced with his hunting 
rifle until he could hit a dime at 
100 yards. Mussolini was a doomed | 
man. Zaniboni lived in his room 
and waited for Mussolini to come 
out, 

It was not to be. Zaniboni had 
entrusted his secret to one man, 
but that was one man too many. 

His friend became panic-stricken 
at the last minute and just before 
Mussolini appeared on the balcony 
agents of Mussolini’s secret police! 
broke into his room and over- 
powered him. 

Of Zaniboni’s 16 years in prison, 
three were spent on San Stefano, 
which Italians know as _ their 
Devil's Island.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 22.— 
Robert E. Blake of Webster 


Groves, 
president of the constitutional 


convention immediately after his 
election yesterday afternoon, indi- 
cated a determination to insist that 
the convention complete its work 


speedily. He told the delegates 
that shortening of the sessions was 
a matter of great importance. 

“If I may be permitted to sound 
the keynote of this. conventi6n,” 
Blake told the delegates, “it will be 
this: Brevity in our debates and 
discussions, in time and, finally, 
brevity in the document we shall 
submit to the people.” 

His remarks conformed to the 
view of many of the delegates who 
have expressed the opinion that 
the fialure of the. convention 20 
years ago in constructive accom- 
plishment was due to the procrasti- 
nation of the delegates and the 
prolonged period of 18 months be- 
tween the opening and closing of 
the convention. 

Gov. Donnell Speaks. 

Blake and Gov. Forrest C. Don- 
nell, who addressed the conven- 
tion later in the day, stressed the 
importance and seriousness of the 
work ahead of the delegates. 

“In this convention,” Blake said, 
“we have a common purpose—a 
sound revision of the Missouri 
Constitution—that is the aim and 
goal of all of us.” 

“No thinking person charged 
with so heavy a responsibility ‘as is 
yours,” the Governor said, “will 
approach the discharge of his du- 
ties without profound realization 
of the importance of his rendering 
conscientious labor and the best ef- 
forts of which he is capable.” 

On the first day of its session 
the convention made an excellent 
start toward speeding up its work. 
By the end of the day it had elect- 
ed its principal officers and had 
appointed a Committee on Rules, 
which is expected to have its re- 
port ready for the convention by 
late today. 

Elected on First Ballot. 

The election of president was 
the highlight of the day’s proceed- 
ings, Blake’s selection coming on 
the first ballot. There had been 
weeks of work by special] interest 
lobbyists, headed by Anthony A. 
Buford, representing the brewery 
interests, and Republican and 
Democratic politicians to defeat 
former State Senator Allen Mc- 
Reynolds of Carthage, who had 
incurred their enmity, for presi- 
dent. 

These interests, concerned only 
with the defeat of McReynolds 
and caring little who was elected, 
had inaugurated the campaign for 
Blake, choosing him as an out- 
standing delegate, whose record 
was good and who could not be 
attacked from any angle. Blake's 
election is not to be taken as an 
indication that there is an “en- 
tangling alliance” between him 
and the interests, he having the 
confidence of virtually the entire 
convention. 

Blake received 46 votes, Mc- 
Reynolds 29 and Dr. Franc L. Mc- 
Cluer, president of Westminster 
College, Fulton, seven. Thirteen 
of the 42 Democratic delegates 
voted for Blake, the other 33 votes 
being those of Republicans. Seven 
Republican delegates voted for 
McReynolds, the remaining 22 be- 
ing Democrats. All seven of Mc- 
Cluer’s votes were by Democrats. 
Reason for McReynolds’ Defeat. 

McReynolds’ defeat is a glaring 
example of political ingratitude. 
It was due almost entirely to the 
fact that as a leading Democratic 
Senator in 1941 he refused to fol- 
low the dictates of the Democratic 
State organization in the attempt 
to “steal” the governorship from 
Gov. Donnell, Republican, and seat 
Lawrence McDaniel, whom Don- 
nell had beaten in the election. 

McReynolds not only refused to 
join in the attempted political 
“thievery,” but took an active part 
in thwarting the schemers. Had 
it not been for his actions it is 
Probable the plot would have been 
successful. The revengeful Demo- 
cratic plotters set out to defeat 
him for the presidency of the con- 
vention, and the Republicans, who 
had been the beneficiaries of his 
independence of corrupt political 
influence, joined with them and 
accomplished the purpose for them. 

After electing Blake, the con- 
vention chose two vice-presidents, 
Don C. McVay of Trenton, Re- 
publican, and Richard R. Nacy of 
Jefferson City, Democrat. R. E. L. 
Marrs of Carthage, for 12 terms 
secretary of the State Senate and 
for two terms before that chief 
clerk of the House of Representa-

WATERFOWL START 
BIGGEST FLIGHT TO 
SOUTH SINCE 1910 


Wildlife Service Director Es- 
timates Number of Birds 
at 150 Million. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 22 (AP).— 
The biggest southward flight of 
ducks and other migratory water- 
fowl since 1910 has begun, Dr. Ira 
N. Gabrielson, director of the Fish 
and Wildlife Service, reported yes- 
terday. He has just returned from 
Alaska, where he saw the ducks. 

He told Interior Secretary Ickes 
that the flight may consist of 150 
million birds, and probably will 
reach its peak in October, he said. 

Gabrielson said the immense 
flight “may create problems in 
agricultural areas,” especially in 
view of the fact that an acute 
shortage of ammunition probably 
means that fewer of them will be 
shot during the hunting season 
than usual. But Gabrielson said he 
believed the problem of protecting 
food crops could be met by local 
measures. 


MURDER INDICTMENT AGAINST 
BRINKLEY IN SOLDIER'S DEATH 


An indictment charging Andrew 
Brinkley with second-degree mur- 
der in the death of Pvt. Gloid 
Parker of Jefferson Barracks, who 
died after he was beaten and 
kicked by Brinkley in a fight Sept. 
12, was filed yesterday by the Sep- 
tember term grand jury with Cir- 
cuit Judge William L. Mason so 
the trial of Brinkley can be expe- 
dited. 

Assistant Circuit Attorney James 
W. Griffin, who pointed out that 
it is not customary for a grand 
jury to return an indictment until 
the close of its term, said the in- 
dictment was returned at this time 
because many of the witnesses in 
the case are soldiers subject to 
transfer at any moment. 

By citing the previous convic- 
tions against Brinkley, who was a 
key witness in the notorious Ed- 
ward Melendes case, the grand 
jury made it mandatory for the 
trial jury to give him the max- 
imum punishment if he is found 
guilty of the murder charge. In 
this case it would be life impris- 
onment. His previous convictions 
were for forgery and petit larceny, 
both felonies,

Baruch Backs Draft of Fathers: 
‘Give Marshall What He Needs’ 


Urges Unqualified Support for Chief of Staff, 
Who Opposed Delay, and Who ‘Has Had 
My Respect for 25 Years.’ 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 22 (AP).— 
Bernard M. Baruch told Senate 
and House Military Committees to- 
day the armed forces are “entitled 
to the fulfillment of every de- 
mand,” including whatever force 
they request for prosecution of the 
war. , 

Testifying on the Wheeler bill 
to postpone induction of fathers 
until Jan. 1, Baruch asserted that, 
of Gen. George C. Marshall, Army 
Chief of Staff, said a specified 
force was required by strategical 
planning, “give him what ‘he 
wants.” 

“If you don’t do that, then throw 
him out,” the veteran adviser to 
War Mobilization Chief James F. 
Byrnes suggested. 

“The man in charge of the job 
should be given our unqualified 
support. No cheese-paring. No 
trading down. Give him what he 
needs. In such a matter it is bet- 
ter to be safe than sorry!” 

Baruch’s “Simple” Attitude. 

Baruch, chairman of the War In- 
dustries Board of the First World 
War, defined his own attitude as 
a “simple” one, which he outlined 
as follows: 

“Support those we have entrusted 
with responsibility, prehaps the 
gravest that our beloved country 
has ever known, The armed forces, 
speaking through the Commander- 
in-Chief, are entitled to the fulfill- 
ment of every demand. 

“That obligation becomes greater 
when it is made at the insistence 
of our Chief of Staff, Gen. George 
Marshall, who has had my respect 
and admiration for 25 years, and 
Adm. King, whom I regard, also, 
as an exceptional man.” 

Gen. Marshall told the committee 
last week that, if failure to draft 
fathers reduced the supply of 
physically fit men to the point that 
army quotas for man power could 
not be met, the war would be pro- 
longed. 

Baruch said he believed in grant- 
ing authority and means when re- 
sponsibility is delegated, and, while 
there must be reasons given for 
the methods employed, “after all, 
the best proof of method is the re- 
sult—and we have no quarrel with 
ur war achievements in the last 22 
months.” 


“Remember this,” he said sol- 


emniy, “records stand, opinions 
die,” 

Baruch said that in the last 
analysis it was the men who bear 
the weapons and those who pro- 
duce them “who will win—or lose 
—the war.” 

He said Gen. Marshall was more 
than a military figure and that he 
included in his horizon not only 
the Army’s requirements, but those 
of industry and the accompanying 
factor of food and other essential 
supplies necessary to support life. 

Civilian supplies, he testified, 
“must be based on actual needs— 
not fancied wants,” and “we must 
suffer a little now if we are not to 
suffer more later.” 

He said his philosophy was writ- 
ten into the memorandum he /re- 
pared for Byrnes on the West 
Coast labor situation, and that, 
while combat plane production was 
not what it should be, the West 
Coast man power problem was, 
under Byrnes’ direction, “headed 
for solution.” 

He said there “is no turning 
back or turning aside from the 
war’s undertaking,” adding that 
two things must be done to win 
the victory: 

1. Improve our efficiency, “which 
we can do in all fields of en- 
deavor.” ; 

2. Take from the civilians as 
much as is necessary but leave 
them at least their needs — “not 
their fancied wants,” with “all be- 
ing treated alike” on a basis of 
“equality of sacrifice.” 

Move to Shelve Bill. 

A quiet move ig under way in the 
Senate to shelve the Wheeler bill. 
A poll showed a sharp trend away 
from the proposal, which once had 
the overwhelming approval of the 
Military Affairs Committee.

William Ralph Grasswick, on 
trial at Hillsboro for the murder 
of his step-father, Joseph F. 
(Buck) Newell, St. Louis labor 
boss, accepted an offer to plead 
guilty and take a 10-year sent- 
ence at Boonville Reformatory to- 
day rather than face a trial in 
which the State had asked the 


death penalty. ‘ 

Young Grasswick’s plea came as 
a surprise to spectators in the 
crowded little court room. Before 
the trial started this morrfing, 
Grasswick had refused a similar 
offer. 

When the jury returned from the 
noon recess, Defense Attorney Sig- 
mund Bass stepped to Circuit 
Judge Edward T. Eversole’s bench 
and very simply announced in a 
calm voice that he wished to with- 
draw his previous plea of not 
guilty and to enter a plea of 
guilty to second-degree murder 
charges, 

Prosecutor Consulted. 

Judge Eversole, turning to Pros- 
ecuting Attorney W. Oliver Rasch, 
asked if he had any recommenda- 
tions. Rasch said he recommended 
a sentence of 10 years. The Judge 
then asked Assistant Special Pros- 
ecuting Attorney John L. Sullivan 
if he had anything to add, Sulli- 
van, a former assistant Circuit At- 
torney of St. Louis, said: 

“In my considered view, with all 
evidence available, this case may 
be disposed of by a plea of guilty 
of murder in the second degree 
and a sentence of 10 years is a 
satisfactory recommendation.” 

Grasswick, who will be 17 years 
old next month, was then asked 
by the Court if he had anything 
to say. When he replied, “No, sir,” 
Judge Eversole pronounced sen- 
tence.

Dispatch that a merit system for

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22 (AP).— 
A tax program that would take at 
least another dime out of every 
dollar of taxable individual in- 


come—but refund about 13 cents 
after the war—has been presented 
by the Treasury to President 
Roosevelt for his opinion. 

To keep lower bracket taxpayers 
On a pay-as-they-earn basis under 
such a program, the 20 per cent 
withholding levy would have to 
be increased to at least 30 per cent. 

The Treasury’s plan calls for in- 
dividual income taxes to yield at 
least eight billion of the 12 billion 
in new 1944 revenue demanded by 
Roosevelt. The remainder would 
be accounted for from equal in- 
creases in corporation and excise 
levies. 

The income tax phase entails 
increases in all brackets but most 
notable a 100 per cent jump in the 
present 13 per cent first bracket 
surtax. However, , the present 
three per cent (net) victory tax 


’ 


would be integrated in that levy, 
together with provision for a 50 
per cent postwar refund. 

Thus the basic rate—now 6 per 
cent normal, plus 13 per cent first 
bracket surtax, plus 3 per cent net 
victory tax, a total of 22 per cent— 
would be 6 per cent plus 26 per 
cent, a total of 32 per cent. Of 
that amount, however, 13 per cent 
would be paid back after the war.

Output of Munitions in August 
Four Per Cent Greater Than in July

War Planes Increase From 7373 to 7612; De- 
livery of Naval Vessels and Supplies Hit 
Billion-Dollar Mark. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 22 (AP),— 
Munitions output spuyrted ahead in 
August, scoring its biggest gain 
since April, the War Production 
Board reported today, and now 
“appears to be getting its second 
wind.” 

Chairman Donald M. Nelson’s 
monthly report said overall arms 
production went up 4 per cent over 
July, while the total of war planes 
delivered, jumped from 7373 to 
7612. Heavy bombers gained 11 
per cent and fighters 5 per cent. 

Deliveries of naval vessels hit a 
new all-time record, climbing 40 


per cent over July, and total work 
done on naval ships, ordnance and 
equipment passed the one-billion- 
dollar mark for the first time. De- 
stroyer-escort deliveries ran 20 per 
cent ahead of schedule. 


of American and British produc- 
tion. The report was drafted be- 
fore his departure but was not 
made public until today, reported- 
ly because-of Army objections to 
its optimistic tone. 

Trend in Aircraft. 

Aircraft output, while gaining 
only 3 per cent in number during 
the month, went up 7 per cent in 
value and weight—a fact which 
Nelson said “dramatizes the trend 
toward heavier models, especially 
bombers.” 

“Production would’ have climbed 
even higher but for design 
changes,” ‘Nelson said. However, 
he addéd, “our production rate has 
now grown to a point where in- 
terruption for design changes can 
be made without seriously threat- 
ening the flow of planes to the 
fighting fronts.” 

Nelson said plane producers 
have -achieved “what is of para- 
mount importance to the fighting 
forces, improved quality.” The 
most urgently wanted planes — 
those carrying top priority rating 
—have nearly sdoubled in produc- 
tion volume in the last five 
months. Last summer such models 
were one-fourth of total output by 
weight, he added, and now are 
more than one-half. 

Demand Grows Greater. 

“While the gains in plane pro- 
duction have been sharp, demand 
has increased even more sharply 
as a result of the intensification 
of aerial warfare by the Allied air 
forces and the opening up of new 
combat areas,” the WPB chief 
said. “As Allied military operations 
expand, the requirements of Brit- 
ish, Soviet and other Allied air 
forces for American planes contin- 
ue to increase. 

“Thus, further rapid increases in 
the volume of production and fur- 
ther improvement in quality are re- 
quired.” : 

A cautionary paragraph—per- 
haps inserted because of the re- 
ported Army protests against over- 
optimism—noted that “we are still 
short of current aircraft schedules.” 

“Employment. shortages contin- 
ued to hamper production,” the 
paragraph continued. “The air- 
craft industry has been handi- 
capped by a difficult man power 
situation on the West Coast. The

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Fulbright Peace Resolution Likely | 
To Hit Snag in Senate Committee 


George Says Some Members Doubt Advisabil- 
ity of Debating House-Approved Collabora- 
tion Plan at This Time. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 22 (AP).— 
Senator George (Dem.), Georgia, 
chairman of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, said today 
that some members of the commit- 
tee had grave doubts whether it 
was advisable for the Senate at 
this time to debate the House res- 
olution for a postwar policy of in- 
ternational collaboration. 

The resolution passed the House 
yesterday by a vote of 360 to 29. 

Republican members of the com- 
mittee generally withheld comment 
on the House vote for the resolu- 
tion of Representative Fulbright 
(Dem.), Arkansas, which some in- 
terpreted as a blow at isolation- 
ism. 

Chairman Connally (Dem.), 
Texas, announced the Foreign, Re- 
lations subcommittee ‘on postwar 
matters would meet tomorrow for 
the first time since the summer 
recess. 

Question of Timing. 


“Our subcommittee has been 
considering for months the advisa- 
bility of bringing out a resolution,” 
George told reporters. “We have 
been gravely concerned whether 
the time is ripe to do this in view 
of the possibility of prolonged and 
bitter debate. -We have had very 
frequent, earnest discussion of the 
question of timing.” 

He pointed out that House rules 
permitted limitation of debate and 
refusal of amendments from the 
floor, a procedure impossible in the 
Senate. 

The House resolution would com- 
mit Congress to the creation of 
“appropriate international ma- 
chinery with power adequate to 
establish and to maintain a just 
and lasting peace.” 

Senator Austin (Rep.), Vermont, 
termed the House action “glorious” 
and Senator Gillette (Dem.), Iowa, 
called for early passage of some 
resolution without any more delay.

‘Secretary of State Hull told his 
press conference today he believed 
overwhelming approval of the Ful- 
bright resolution reflected “the de- 
termination of the people of the 
United States to collaborate effec- 
tively with other nations after the.

“It is significant and commenda- 
ble that in the Committee on For- 
eign Affairs and on the floor of

art Broom, without assistance from 
the civil liberties section of the De- 
partment of Justice. Frank Cole- 
man, an assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral attached to the civil liberties 
section, presented the evidence to 
the grand jury which returned the 
indictment against Castle but the 
trial was left in the hands of lo- 
cal authorities, As such it was 
regarded as a test case which 
might have a bearing on other civil 
liberties prosecutions pending in 
various parts of the South. 
Evidence against Castle was that 
he took the Negro who had once 
worked for him from a rival saw- 
mill at the point of a pistol, beat 
him and then chained him to a 
bed. Maximum penalty on each 
of the two counts in the indict-

LONDON DISCUSSES 
SUPREME COMMAND

LONDON, Sept. 22.—Revived re- 
ports that Gen, Marshall will be- 
come supreme Allied commander 
of forces operating against Eu- 
rope are creating much discussion 
in British military and political 
circles, 

Parliament frequently has de- 
bated the desirability of appoint- 
ing a single supreme commander 
for British forces, but the idea 
always has been rejected on the 


grounds that’ war problems are 
now too great and complicated for 
any one man to master and control 
them effectively. 

Today it is being said that, if 
this argument holds for British 
forces alone, it would be doubly 
true when two forces—one British, 
one American—are to be directed. 

That’s why it is believed that 
the final decision, when announced, 
will probably differ from the lay- 
man’s present popular conception. 

It is presumed that ultimately 
there will be two army groups 
formed in Britain—British and 
American—and it might be possi- 
ble to have one commander to co- 
ordinate the work of these two 
groups and one supreme theater 
cyumander above him, 

f£ the Americans feel that this 
eater commander should be an 
American, the British won’t object. 

But observers here think that, 
for dealing with the immense com- 
plexities of the war effort as di- 
rected from Britain, the Combined 
Joint Staff Chiefs Committee 
should be transferred from Wash- 
ington to London. This committee 
would be immediately available 
on the spot to deal promptly with 
each development. 

Events on the continent, it is 
now thought, may be expected to 
move so quickly that time will not 
permit postponement of decisions 
until British staff chiefs can cross 
the Atlantic to confer with their 
American colleagues. Even tele- 
phone and cable exchange of 
views cannot prove a satisfactory 
substitute for a standing council 
able to meet at a moment’s notice.

The latter, 80 miles 
northwest of Chernigov, is the 
gateaway to White Russia. 

At Chernigov, the Russians were 
25 miles from the southern border 
of White Russia while the old 
Polish border was less than 160 
miles to the west. Stalingrad, high 
water mark of the German ad- 
vance, is more than 600 miles 
southeast of Chernigov.

The Plea of Toscanini 


For the first time in his life Arturo Toscanini, 
exiled by choice from his beloved homeland, has 
expressed himself with Words instead of with his 
baton. Discarding the creed of Leonardo—‘“Artist, 
thy strength lies in solitude’—he wrote in Life Maga- 
zine a plea “to the American people, together with 
the leader chosen by them,” to inspire and imple- 
ment resurgent democracy in his country. 

"I feel and believe that I can act as interpreter 
of the soul of the Italian people,” he said. “We 
are not your enemies... . Only the King of Italy 
and hig bootlicker, Badoglio, both despicable men, 
are your enemies.” 

“Italy will certainly have a revolution as a result 
of the current war,” he told us. “The Allies will 
either favor and help it, or hinder it. The Allies’ 
attitude will determine whether the revolution will, 
or will not, result in an | orderly democratic govern- 
ment.” 

Since the writing of this prayerful appeal, armi- 
stice has come. Yet the thing for which Toscanini 
asked, the thing all expatriated,. democratic Ital- 
lans urge, has not been granted. We still fail mis- 
erably, shamefully to marshal freedom’s forces in 
freed or prisoner Italy, although the rioters in Milan 
and Turin, the saboteurs in Alpine passes, and hope- 
ful men and women the whole length of the land 
ask themselves in wonder why the great Western 
democracies have not done so. We foster, instead, 
“Radio Italia,” described as the “new official radio 
of the Italian Government.” We give its voice to 
the “bootlicker” Badoglio, We permit him to speak 
of the “rebirth of a strong and united Italy,” with 
the seeming admission: that he will be given our 
assistance in helping to create it. Our “Darlanism,” 
our haughty snubbing of the Free French, our cod- 
dling of reactionary princelings, is the pattern we 
have carried into actual battle.

Badoglio, as chief of the Italian Army, has a tac- 
tical right to speak to that army until the entire 
country is cleared of German divisions. The terms 
of “unconditional surrender” will not be technically 
completed until that comes to pass. But why do 
we feed despair, through presenting Badoglio in- 
stead of a known anti-Fascist as representative of 
his people, to the roiled Italians who know him for 
what he is—knavish prop to a “faint-hearted and 
degenerate” little despot? 

The words of Toscanini are even more poignanf 
now. They beg that we answer in kind “the shout- 
ing for peace and liberty in the streets and squaref’ 
that we offer “faith, courage and enthusiasm” to 
those who would take up arms beside us. 

We have done nothing to rouse Italian freedom- 
lovers, Why have those behind the German lines 
not sprung more readily to aid us? Toscanini, Salve- 
mini, Borgese have the answer: The Italian people 
have not risen to our trumpets because—let con- 
science cringe—our trumpets have not sounded. We 
have strung together fat words with no fire, no 
symbolism behind them. Is it not possible that we 
can carry military expediency—often demanded by 
sound generalship—to the precipice of military folly? 

The result of our “unrealistic diplomacy” in Italy, 
mourns the Chicago Sun, “will be the unnecessary 
loss of many American and British lives, prolonga- 
tion of the war, and more confusion among the 
democratic peoples of Etrope. : . . To discourage 
the mise of a revolutionary substitute and successor 
to the Badoglio-Emanuel regime was indefensible.”

' MR. CHURCHILL GIVES THE FACTS. 

Accomplished and eloquent orator though he {s, 
President Roosevelt nowadays is running second, 
and not even a close second, to Winston Churchill 
in the fine art of public speaking. The President 
of late has specialized in inspirational addresses, 
which perforce have a high content of generalities. 
The Prime Minister, as in his magnificent speech 
to Parliament yesterday, not only inspires his hear- 
ers to renewed efforts and fresh confidence, but also 
gives them many solid facts to chew on. 

His address of yesterday was packed with news 
of great importance. Mr. Churchill made highly 
interesting disclosures of past conferences and plan- 
ning, of progress in battles all over the world and 
of things to come. For one thing, he told Americans 
for the first time that their troops are fighting in 


‘| Sardinia. It is indeed strange that this piece of 


news did not come to our people from Washington. 


The intense interest with which American audi- 


ences follow Mr. Churchill’s speeches is explained 
in large part by the failure of their own leaders to 
supply them with adequate facts about the war. If 
Mr. Roosevelt wants to regain his former standing

SHOULD GEN. MARSHALL BE TRANSFERRED? 

America has been highly fortunate in its military 
leadership in this war. From the very beginning, it 
has had skilled Generals in the field, and a procure- 
ment service that has achieved marvels. Over these 
essential functions has been highly efficient super- 
vision and guidance in Washington, headed by the 
Chief of Staff, Gen. George C. Marshall. Jn short, 
ever since adequate tools of war have been in the 
Army’s hands, we have had a winning combination. 

Now there are ominous rumors of a shift in that 
combination. It is reported that Gen. Marshall may 
be transferred from Washington to a European as- 
signment, as head of the Allied forces in the coming 
| invasion of Europe. There is no question that Gen. 
Marshall could execute this huge and difficult assign- 
ment: with success. Nor is there any question that 
such a post would bring more public acclaim to him 
than could be gained at his post in Washington. 
These are not the points at issue, however. 

Those points are: First, would Gen. Marshall be 
more useful to his country in winning the war by 
leading the invasion of Europe or by continuing in 
his present role as Chief of Staff? Second, what are 
the motives of those persons who are seeking to 
bring about Gen. Marshall’s transfer? 

The second point will probably remain more. or 
less hidden in secrecy until the postwar period when 
memoirs are written. Enough has been disclosed, 
however, in the special dispatches from Washington 
published this week in the Post-Dispatch, to show 
that those advocating the change are not being true 
either to the interests of America or to those of the 
United Nations. 

This is because, on the strongest and most authori- 
tative of evidence, Gen. Marshall has done and is 
doing so effective a job of building, co-ordination 
and over-all direction as Chief of Staff that his 
removal from the. post would be nothing short of a 
calamity to the Allied cause, It would be a calamity 
even though the transfer is dressed up as a promo- 


tion to a “global command,” with leadership in 
Europe its first order of business, as the plan is ex- 
plained in a news story inspired by the White House. 

Gen. Marshall is head of a smoothly functioning 
machine, a winning combination. He has been 
praised many times by the President. He enjoys 
the confidence of the Army, of Congress, of the 
public. He works successfully with other Amer- 
ican military leaders and those of our Allies. A 
new Chief of Staff would have to spend weeks or 
months in adjusting himself to his arduous and 
complex task, and in earning the general esteem 
which Gen. Marshall now holds, 

Why break up the present winning combination? 

That, in effect, is what members of Congress are 
asking. That. is what the independent service pub- 
lication, the Army and* Navy Journal, asked in 
bringing the unfortunate controversy to public atten- 
tion. Above all, that is what the nation’s top mili- 
tary men, who work constantly with Gen. Marshall, 
meant in taking the unusual step of going to the 
President to request that the Chief of Staff not be 
transferred. 
\. Mr. Roosevelt holds the power of final decision. He 
must decide whether the interests of this country 
and the United Nations will be served best by con- 
fining the rare military talents of Gen. Marshall 
to one front in a global war, or whether he can best 
be used to continue planning and directing the 
strategy that has been so successful in all the nine 
active theaters of operation. 

The weight of the evidence emphatically favors 
Gen. Marshall’s retention in his present post.

‘SIR SAMUEL HOARE ON RUSSIA. 

People who urge that America and Britain work 
for closer relations with Russia, as a step toward 
Allied victory and a peaceful postwar world, are 
sometimes dismissed by the Col. Blimps as “irre- 
sponsible radicals.” The next time such a charge 
is hurled their way, the friends of coalition will 
have a ready answer, to this effect: “Well, Sir Sam- 
uel Hoare is on our side.” 

Sir Samuel is one of the last persons in the world 
who can be condemned as a radical. As a matter 
of fact, he hag been called, and for adequate rea- 
sons, “the father of appeasement.” Hoare and the 
unspeakable Laval in 1935 tried to appease Musso- 
lini by offering him the lion’s share of Ethiopia 
on a silver platter. Hoare, then Foreign Minister, 
told Commons: “We have always understood and 
well understand Italy's desire for overseas expan- 
sion.” He also tried to appease Hitler by letting him 
build a Navy up to 35 per cent the strength of 
Britain's. At that time, Hoare said: “We have to 
take the German Chancellor at his word.” 

Since the inapiration of the appeasers was always 
the haunting fear of Communist Russia, Hoare can 
scarcely be called a radical. Lately he has been 
Ambassador to Spain, continuing the appeasement 
of Franco, and so hardly under any Leftist influ- 
ence. Yet now, speaking to British war workers, 
he warns that any attempt to isolate Russia after 
the war as a barrier against Communism would. be 
a grave mistake. Also: “In any stable Europe, 
the greatest of the Slav peoples, whose achievements 
have amazed the world, must take its rightful place.”

If Roosevelt and Churchill plan world dominance by their nations, 
as latter's Harvard speech indicates, they are courting disaster, 
writer says; Russia will not tolerate this move, and is powerful 
enough to block it; other nations also would oppose such a scheme.

T is my conviction that President Roose- 
| vei and Prime Minister Churchill are 

leading their respective nations toward 
inevitable disaster if they have really em- 
barked on a policy of Anglo-American ‘™- 
perialism. 

I was careful not to suggest that this 
might be their intention until the evidence 
could no longer be. denied—the clincher be- 
ing furnished by Mr. Churchill’s Harvard 
speech in which he clearly outlined such a 
project for the future, for all those accus- 
tomed to the reading between the lines 
which is always necessary to understand 
the speeches of statesmen, 


Why must such a policy be disastrous? 


Primarily, because it cannot succeed. The 
proponents of Anglo-Saxon imperialism 
seem to assume that they are operating in 
a sort of vacuum, and that if they decide 
to unite forces and legislate for the world, 
all they have to do is go ahead with their 
cherished project. 


A Challenge to Russia. 


But the other nations of the world are 
not in accord with the theory that Anglo- 
Saxons are omniscient, and competent to 
make laws for everybody, The strongest 
power which will certainly not’ accept this 
thesis is Russia, and Russia has already 
prepared to meet Anglo-American imperial- 
ism with Russian imperialism, : 


Existence in Russia of the Free Polish 
and Free Germany movements is the symp- 
tom of that. Russia is in position to unite 
all Europe against the Anglo-Saxons if she 
finally decides that they do not propose 
to co-operate on an equal basis with her 
(and Mr. Churchill’s speech may strike the 
Russians as the final evidence that such 
co-operation is not to be expected). 


Russia will wield the whiphand even more 
definitely in Asia, If it is true that Japan 
can be beaten without Russia’s aid, though 
with much more difficulty, it is also true 
that she cannot be beaten if Russia should 
take her side, which Lin Yu-tang consid- 
ers not an impossibility. 


Nor can we rule out the prospect of a 
Russo-Chinese victory over Japan with the 
purpose of excluding the Western nations 
from Asia, if these two present allies should 
decide that it is the purpose of Britain and 
the United States to reduce Russia and 
China to the status of secondary or tribu- 
tary powers. 


Not Enough Military Power. 


The English-speaking nations simply do 
not possess the military strength to estab- 
lish themselves as overseers of the world, 
if that is the intention of their leaders, as 
it seems to be. I am afraid that easy vic- 
tories in minor theaters of war have caused 
both Mr. Churchill and Mr. Roosevelt to 
over-estimate the power of their armed 
forces in their grandiose plans for the fu- 
ture at the same time that they under- 
estimate them when they are asked to 
perform in the present the specific task 
of opening the: second front, 


Our military campaigns have been well 
executed as far as’ they went, but they 
didn’t go far enough. In other words, grand 
strategy was not on a par with tactics; 
far from being “bold and daring,” as Mr. 
Churchill said at Quebec, it has been cau- 
tious and hesitant. 


I will quote simply from the article of 
The Nation’s military expert, Donald W. 


Mitchell, which appeared, by a coincidence, 
almost at the very moment when Mr. 
Churchill was uttering. his appraisal of his 
own strategy as “bold and daring.” 


“The building of a large-scale American 
Army,” Mitchell wrote, “started fully three 
years ago. For half that time we 
maintained troops in Britain. Yet not more 
than a half-dozen American divisions were 
engaged in either the Tunisian or the Si- 
cillian campaign, despite the fact that our 
High Command deliberately chose to make 
Europe the site of its greatest efforts. 

“This is a miserable showing for a na- 
tion of our power and resources, and the 
British record is no better.” 


Are Their Hopes Justified ? 


Does this achievement, gained in large 
part through dint of the fact that during 
the period covered, Russia, in Mr. Mitchell's 
estimate, was doing “at least 90 per cent 
of the land fighting of the United Nations,” 
justify Anglo-American leaders in believ- 
ing that they can win dominance of Eu- 
rope and Asia against Russian opposition? 


Nor would Russia be alone in opposing | 


Anglo-Saxon rule of the world, whether mili- 
tary, political, economic or psychological. 


The other nations of Europe are already 
alarmed at Anglo-American policy and are 
likely to be more so since Mr. Churchill’s 
Harvard speech. They will inevitably seek 
leadership to preserve them from Anglo- 
Saxon domination, The direction from 
which it will be offered, and the amount 
of individual independence which will go 
with it, are already evident from the Free 
Germany manifesto issued from Russia. 


If the Anglo-Saxon leaders try to make 
this the American Century, or the Anglo- 
American Century, what they will get will 
be the Russian Century. I doubt if that 
is their objective.

HAT is an American? This controver- 
sial question has tickled the minds of 
scholars for years, even as far back as 1782 
when Crevecoeur, French-American agricul- 
turist and writer, described the American 
as “that New Man.”

I tried, as best I could, to analyze the German military and political 
strategy at this moment, the object of which is to win the peace. I 


pointed out that the only thing that makes this strategy possible is the 


lack of an agreement with Russia. 

that it will be impossible to reach 

our policy. 

What Is That Policy? 
CONFESS that I do not know, 
and I believe I do know how it 

looks to the Russians—and that 

happens to be what is important. 

No great country likes to see the 
rise of an overwhelming power 
that alone may determine the 
course of history for a century. 

That is why the whole world is 

fighting Germany~—in order that 

we and the rest of mankind shall 
not live on terms dictated by “one 
power or group of powers.” His- 

torically speaking it is always a 

secondary question what nationgl 

character or form of government 
powers seeking the hegemony of 
the world may have. Even if the 
powers governing the world may 
promise the most genial and tol- 
erant rule the instinct of the 
world moves towards freedom and 
equality and not toward however 
benevolent a domination. 

* * * 


What Russia Must Suspect. 

Should the Anglo-American com- 
bination seek and obtain the po- 
sition of being arbiter of the world, 
I assume, as will all my compatri- 
ots, that the world will be much 
better off than it would under any- 
one else’s domination, But I also 
know that the world will not. like 
it. ‘ 


Now the Russians, looking at our 
behavior, not at our words, must 
guspect that that is our aim. What 
reasons have they for suspecting 
it? 

First, the treatment accorded the 
European governments, and spe- 
cifically the French Committee of 
National Liberation. Whatever 
our plans for the future, the treat- 
ment accorded it until now indi- 
cates that we expect France to be 
a third-rate power. The same 
holds true for other governments 
in exile. The assumption seems to 
be that their present dependency 
on us indicates a permanent con- 
dition of affairs. 

We have made it abundantly 
elear that we ¢ntend utterly to 
eliminate Germany and Italy as 
power structures, under whatever 
form of government may emerge 
in those countries. So Europe, 
after this war, will be a power 
vacuum.

Three Possibilities. 
HO is to move into this vac- 
uum? History teaches us that 
there is no such thing as a per- 
manent vacuum. 

There are three possibilities: 
First, the vigorous. revival of 
Europe in harmony with both Brit- 
ain and Russia, If this is our pol- 
icy there is so far not the slight- 
est indication of it. 

Second, the division of Europe 


And I ended the column by saying 
an agreement without a change in 


Russia and Britain or the Anglo- 
American powers. This would be

So the presumption is that our 
policy is the third: Namely, to 
take over, however temporarily, the 
control of Europe. The arguments 
made are that Europe will have to 
be fed, and only we can feed her; 
that Russia will be so devastated 
herself that she will not be able to 
take a hand; and that Europe must 
be protected by us against chaos 
and revolution. ' |

OW, in what I have to say, I 

am rigorously excluding my 
personal prejudices. My personal 
prejudices are with the Anglo- 
American powers. But seen from 
Moscow—seen by any government 
in Moscow, Communist, Czarist, or 
democratic, this must be a dismay- 
ing picture. The great sea and air 
powers of the earth are closing in 
on the Eurasian continent from 
every corner and apparently with 
permanent intentions to police the 
world, 

And unless the whole of Eurasia 
—the great continent on which live 
nine-tenths of all the peoples of 
the earth—are prepared to agree 
to this, they will sooner or later 
ally themselves against it. 

Now, the apprehension of some- 
thing like this is bound to influ- 
ence the Russian attitude toward 
Germany, Europe as a whole, and 
China. The Russian interest will 
lie in reviving and strengthening 
Europe, including eventually Ger- 
many, and in developing the im- 
mense forces of China. 

And the great asset that Russia 
will have on her side is the self- 
interest of these countries, and par- 
ticularly of the European coun-, 
tries. - 

The only basis of an understand- 
ing with Russia is the permanent 
limitation of our interests, togeth- 
er with the permanent limitation 
of Russian interests, and the put- 
ting into the forefront of our pol- 
icy the permanent interests in free- 
dom and equality of every people 
on this globe. 

If this is our policy, a confer- 
ence between Russia and the An- 
glo-American powers makes sense. 
If it is not, then the ultimate de-

Lt. Robert @. Hausner of St. 
Louis, squadron navigator for an 
Army bomber unit based in North 
Africa, left his chart room for a 
few minutes on a recent flight, 
“borrowed” the waist gunner’s gun, 
and shot down his first German 
fighter plane. 3 


“The Jerries,.in a last desperate 
attempt to stem the tide, have sent 
a hell of a lot of fighter planes to 
Italy recently,” he wrote Sept, 5 
to his parents, Mr. and Mrs. H. J. 
Hausner, who now live at Quincy, 
il, “one day we shot down 33 of 
them*and 20 the next. On one raid 
I went back to the waist gunner’s 
position to get a German plane. 

“One of those babies made the 
mistake of sticking his nose in my 
direction. These guns really are 
swell. The lead I poured into him 
soon took effect and that ugly’ 
black smoke that means finis to an 
aircraft came steaming out. 

“The guy kept coming in, then 
Host control and slowly bellied 
over, headed down into the deep 
blue of the Mediterranean. We 
fought them off and shot them 
down for 20 minutes after that, 
and jt was really thrilling. Here- 
after, when I’m not lead naviga- 
tor, I'll be back there on a gun.” 

Lt. Hausner, 25 years old, was 
graduated from Roosevelt High 
School and formerly worked for 
the St. Louis Cooperage Co., 101

POSTWAR PLANNING 
BY INDUSTRY URGED 


St. Louis Committee Aid Says 
Future Depends on Action 
Taken Now. 


If collectivism comes te the 
United States, it will not come by 
revolution, but as a result of in- 
dustry’s failure to plan adequately 
for peacetime employment, Al 
Schindler, executive director of the 
St. Louis Committee on Economie 
Development, told a luncheon meet- 
ing of the St. Louls Electrical 
Board of Trade yesterday at Hotel 
Statler. 

Collectivism is the theory that 
society and industry should be 
based upon the collective, or gov- 
ernment, ownership of land and 
capital, and would abolish free 


enterprise and individual initiative. 
The purpose of the St. Louis 
Committee on Economic Develop- 
ment, Schindler said, is to induce 
industrial leaders to make postwar 
plans and not to plan for them. 
“What we hope to accomplish is 
the stimulation of planning by men 
now in business and those who 
intend to engage in business and 
employ men and women in the 
peacetime world,” he said. 


He advised the group to consider 
the changes and developments in 
products and materials the war 
has brought about and consider 
markets and demands of the post- 
war period. Man power, merchan- 
dising plans and systems of dis- 
tribution are other problems that 
will confront industry, he added. 

“Industry must come up with 
the right ansWers to all these ques- 
tions if it is to maintain its posi- 
tion of leadership after the war,” 
he warned. “Planning must be 
done now and postwar problems 
anticipated today because what in- 
dustry is going to be 10 years from 
now depends on the action taken 
now.” 

Industry can maintain a high 
level of productive employment, he 
asserted, and this employment will 
pay: for itself, but public spending 
to provide employment will call for 
increased taxation which, in turn, 
will lower our living standards. 

Schindler, for 25 years general 
Midwest sales executive of Purina 
Mills, recently served as adminis- 
trative assistant to Jesse Jones, 
Secretary of Commerce and head 
of all Government loan agencies.

WPB PROPOSAL 
IN TIRES ASSAILED 


Southern Senators Say 
Government Is Helping 
Finance 
of Cotton. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 22 (AP).— 
A War Production Board recom- 
mendation for expanded produc- 
tion of rayon for use in manufac- 
ture of tires making drew sharp 
criticism from Senators Connally 
(Dem.), Texas, 
(Dem.) Alabama, in a stormy ses- 
sion of the Truman Committee to- 
day. 

Contending the Government is 
helping finance rayon expansion to 
the displacement of cotton, the 
Southern Senators assailed a WPB 
repor’. asserting there are inade- 
quate supplies of both fibers. 


Connally accused H. Leroy Whit- 
ney, technical consultant to WPB 
Chairman Donald M. Nelson, of 
“insolence” when Whitney inter- 
rupted Connally’s questioning of 
James Jacobson, special assistant 
to Nelson on industrial analysis. 

Supplies Called Inadequate. 

Nelson in a letter told the com- 
mittee the 1944 tire program 
“threatens to be seriously retard- 
ed” by inadequate supplies of both 
rayon and cotton cord. 

“I believe that only by the most 
vigorous efforts will we be able to 
supply the enormous quantities 
necessary for the successful prose- 
cution of the war,” Nelson added. 
His letter to Chairman, Truman 
(Dem.), Missouyi, was read into the 
committee record. 

Referring to a secret report by 
his technical consultants, Nelson 
said: 

“One broad conclusion is un- 
escapable—namely, that our prob- 
lem from now on is not one of de- 
ciding whether to uge rayon or 
cotton but rather of being able to 
provide a sufficient quantity of 
both rayon and cotton.” 

The committee began an inves- 
tigation months ago after South- 
ern Senators complained that cot- 
ton was being discriminated 
against. 

Says Plan Will Help duPont. 

Bankhead attacked what he said 
was a recommendation to expand: 
rayon cord production by 40 mil- 
lion pounds at a cost of 44 million 
dollars, 10 millién of which would 
be spent by the Defense Plant 
Corporation. 

Connally said duPont and 6th- 
ers would benefit by this, adding 
sarcastically: 

“DuPont needs the money from 
the Government. They are in a 
bad way.” 

“You are joining in a report rec- 
ommending that the Government 
help build rayon plants in compe- 
tition with cotton,” Bankhead told 
Jacobson. 

Jacobson said he was from an 
agricultural section of Montana 
-and, while a former banker, he 
was not a “rich one.” 


“I know,” said Bankhead, “but

Women Voters. “Tne objective is 
to find a method that will assure 
a convention made up of men and 


women of intelligence and integ- 
rity, representative of the whole 
State. 

“Representation of the parties 
probably is unavoidable and may 
be important and desirable. How- 
ever, narrowly partisan delegates 
have no place in a body drafting 
the fundamental law of the State. 
One suggestion for assuring the 


non-partisan character of dele- 
gates-at-large is to require the 
alphabetical arrangement of the 
names on the ballot with rotation 
to equalize the positions, and to 
prohibit party indorsement with 
the penalty for violation being dis- 
qualification of the candidates. 

“It also has been suggested that 
the district delegates be nominated 


by petition in the same manner as 
delegates-at-large, with no restric- 
tiom as to the number nominated 
for each party. The names would 
appear on one ballot, alphabetized 
in party columns. The voter would 
vote for only one district delegate. 
The leading candidates of the two 
largest parties, in each district, | 
would be declared elected.”

GREEN CRITICISES. 
LEGION ‘SLURS’ ON 
ORGANIZED LABOR 


AFL Head Tells Veter- 
ans ‘Our Workers Have 
Done Just as Good a 
Job as Our Soldiers.’ 


OMAHA, Neb., Sept. 22 (AP).— 
Asserting “our workers have done 
just as good a job as our soldiers,” 
President William Green of the 
American Federation of Labor told 
members of the American ' Legion 
today that Legion ‘spokesmen at 
times “have been’ guilty of rash 
and unreasonable statements” to- 
ward organized labor. 

In a speech before the twenty- 
fifth annual convention of the Le- 
gion, Green asserted that “speak- 
ing for more than six million 
hard-working and thoroughly pa- 
triotic members of the American 
Federation of Labor I can truth- 
fully say that they bitterly resent 
the slurs and denufciations that 
have been heaped~ upon the or- 
ganized -workets of America by 
people who ought to know better.” 

National Commander Roane 
Waring, in delivering his annual 
report yesterday, repeated what he 
said before the American Federa- 
tion of Labor’s national conven- 
tion in Tofonto Oct. 2, 1942, that 
“any group of men who by strike 
action or slowdowns stopped war 
materiel from going to the front, 
those men were saboteurs and 
traitors and should be treated. as 
such.” — 

Assails Hasty Generalizations. 

Green declared that “it 1s quite 
wnderstandable for people to be- 
come incensed over some individ- 
ual incident or situation, but it is 


se wholly reprehensible to denounce 


on that account the whole labor 
movement, including workers and 


: labor organizations that have con- 
tributed tremendously to the suc- 


— clared, “I know I am speaking for 


cess of our war effort.” 

“I have spoken to you frankly 
because I feel there is some dan- 
ger of organizations like the 
American Legion being used by 
powerful groups to advance spe- 
cial and selfish economic inter- 
ests,” Green said,

attractively. they are disguised.” 

“Explains Legion’s Stand. 
Waring, following Green, de- 
the American Legion when I say 
that in our opinion the overwhelm- 
ing majority of organized labor, 
especially those under your 
(Green’s) leadership are as fine 
American citizens as exist. 

“But there is a small minority, 
a very small minority, but a dan- 
gerous minority of highjackers, 
and racketeers who are seeking to 
crush organized labor, and the 
American Legion will not stand for

Job for Every Veteran Urged. 

Efforts to inSure the gainful em- 
ployment of every veteran of this 
war after the fighting is over 
should be one of the main consid- 
erations in postwar planning, Brig. 
Gen. Frank T. Hines, administra- 
tor of veterans affairs, said in a 
speech to the convention, 

“The nearer we are to having 
all of our citizens employed, the 
nearer we will approach the ideal 
of a strong comocrave ‘nation,” he 
said. : 

“Experience has clearly indi- 
cated that men who have served 
their country prefer to stand on 
their own feet and earn their own 
living. Those now serving have 
the right to expect:their old jobs 
will be returned to them, and they 
are also entitled to preference in 
government employment.” 

Hines disclosed that the veterans 
administration is now paying out 
about two million dollars a month 
in benefits due to the present war. 

The enactment of the law ex- 
tending to veterans of the present 
war the same hospital privileges 
granted ‘veterans of the last war 
eventually will bring about “the 
greatest program of peacetime 
hospitalization in the history of 
the world,” Hines asserted. 
Urges Universal Army Training. 

The Legion's National Defense 
Committee reported that it has 
“left no stone unturned” in seek- 
ing legislation for universal mili- 
tary training aftér the war, a pro- 
posal indorsed by last year’s con- 
vention, 

“When this war is over,” the 
committee said, “the same brand 
of pacifists will again raise their 
voices, This must be made a 
‘must’ legislation for 1944.” 

The Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee, in its report asked ‘that “an 
outstanding member of the Ameri- 
can Legion be selected to attend 
the peace conference and that the 
Legion be represented in any of- 
ficial national group named to 
study postwar problems.” 

Gen. Bradley Describes Nazis. 

Lt. Gen. Omar Bradley of Mo- 
berly, Mo., recently returned from 
Sicily, in a review of combat ex- 
periences declared that: the Ger- 
mans encountered by American 
troops are “cunning, unscrupulous, 
and somebody to be  extermi- 
nated.” Gen. Bradley and Lt. Gen. 
Simon B, Buckner, who has been 
directing American operations in 
Alaska, acompanied Gen. George 
C. ‘Marshall Army Chief of Staff, 
to the convention,

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22 (AP).— 
A second tentative draft for a 
United Nations relief and _ re- 
habilitation organization has been 
completed and is being sent to Al- 
lied governments for approval, 

Diplomatic circles predict that 
Herbert H. Lehman, head of United 
States foreign relief, will be di- 
rector general, 

Since the original United States 
draft was turned down by other 
governments, two important 
changes have been made. 

One revision is based on sugges- 


tions from small powers in the 
United Nations, led by The Neth- 
erlands, It makes clear that the 
central committee composed of 
delegates of Britain, Soviet Rus- 
sia, China and the United States 
shall be completely responsible to 
the council of all United Nations 
delegates. 

The Netherlands rejected the 
first draft because the committee 
would be “too powerful” and the 
plan did “not seem compatible 
with democratic principles.” 

The central committee is to 
function as an interim group when 
the council is not holding one of 
The first 
council meeting may be in Novem- 
ber. 

Congressional opinion was be- 
hind the second change, which 
makes specific provision that all 
commitments and agreements by 
members of the relief organization 
are to be in accordance with their 
own constitutional and legislative 
procedures. 

Appointment of Lehman as di- 
rector general would clear up con- 
flicting reports about whether he 
will remain at his present job as 
head of the Office of Foreign Re- 
lief and Rehabilitation Operations. 

In the wake ,of recent State De- 
partment orders exerting control 
over all civilian agencies of the 
Government whose activities affect 
foreign relations, there has been 
speculation that the former New) 
York Governor would feel ham- 
strung and resign. 

Actually, it was learned at the 
State Department, Lehman’s pres- 
ent job never was considered more 
than temporary until the United 
Nations set-up could be organized. 

Lehman, if named to the new 
post, would probably not be re- 
sponsible to the State Department, 
or to the American Government di- 
rectly. He would act in the name 
of all the United Nations that join 
the relief organization. 
' The organization is to deal with 
immediate problems of rélief in 
liberated and Allied nations. It 
also will seek to stimulate agricul-

Oscar F. Funk, former vice-pres 


ident of Union Electric Co. of Mis- |. 


souri, filed an amended petition 


today in his $300,000 damage suit 
against Union Electric and its 
holding concern, North American 
Co., in Circuit Court. The new pe- 
tition drops Louis H. Egan, former 
president of Union Electric, and 
Frank J. Boehm, former executive 
wice-president, as defendants. They 
were named in Funk's original pe- 
tition, filed Jan. 20, 1940. 

As in his original petition, Funk 
charges that he was made the vic- 
tim of @ conspiracy because of his 
refusal to take part in wrongful 
practices of the company and to 
comply with unlawful orders, 

“Because of his refusal to mis- 
perform the duties of his office,” 
Funk’s amended petition states, 
“the defendants (Union Electric 
and North American) entered upon 
a wrongful conspiracy and confed- 
eration together, and with other 
persons, to destroy and maligg him, 
destroy his good reputa and 
force him to leave th® service of 
the companies and their subsid- 
jaries and to leave the state of 
Missouri.” 

He charged further that the com- 
panies undertook to manufacture 
evidence of wrongdoing on his part, 
and finding none, concocted false 
evidence, which they threatened to 
make the basis, of charges which 
would ruin his reputation, unless 
he would resign and leave the 
State. 

Funk says he was “alarmed, 
frightened and intimidated” by the 
threats, and quit his position, but 
thereafter found himself . black- 
listed and shut out from employ- 
ment in his profession. He charges 
loss of earnings and damage to 
his reputation, and asks for $200,- 
000 actual and $100,000 punitive 
damages. 

His original petition charged 
Egan and Boehm with part 
in the alleged _ conspiracy. 
Funk’s disclosures in 1939 un- 
covered the facts of the $600,000 
political slush fund administered 
chiefly by Boehm. Boehm has 
since served.a short Federal prison 
term for perjury in the Securities 
and Exchange Commission's inves- 
tigation of the slush fund episode. 
Egan and the company were con- 
victed of violating the corrupt 
practices section of the holding 
companies act, and are now under 
sentence, Egan of two years’ im- 
prisonment and $10,000 fine, and 
the company of $80,000 fine. The

~ MILK PRICE DISPUTE 


Tells Congressmen WFA 
Chief Is Mapping Plan to 
Meet Output Problem. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 22 (AP).— 
Fred M. Vinson, Director of Eco- 


nomic Stabilization, agreed today 
to arbitrate the controversy over 
milk prices 

Daily state Congressmen are 
clamoring for a nationwide in- 
crease in retail price ceilings on 
milk as opposed to the administra- 
tion’s advocacy of a subsidy to 
producers that would prevent any 
rise in the cost of living. 

Vinson told a congressional con- 
ference that War Food Adminis- 
trator Marvin Jones was prepar- 
ing a plan to meet the increasing- 
ly critical milk production problem 
and that it would be laid on his 
desk for action probably within a 
few days. 

While Vinson declined to com- 
ment on the results of the closed 
conference with the Congressmen 
or on the nature of the plan to 
be proposed by Jones, Senator 
Wiley ‘(Rep.), Wisconsin, and 
others said there were indications 
that it would be a subsidy based 
on increased feed costs, 

Senator Lucas (Dem.), Illinois, 
said the approximately 25 Senate 
and House members at the meet- 
ing refused, however, to recede 
from their insistence that the “best 
way to solve the problem is to 
increase the ceiling price of milk 
about a cent a quart.” 

Such an increase has been urged 
to help financially. distressed: pro- 
ducers and avert a_ threatened 
milk shortage. Senator Pepper 
(Dem.), Florida, said in advance 
of today’s meeting that it was 
called “to urge favorable and 
prompt action to correctt he in- 
equities of price ceilings under 
which the dairy industry through- 
out the country is now operating,”

Green Pepper and Cheese 
Ring Salad. 

One green pepper, one package 
cream cheese, one-quarter cup 
raisths, plumped; dash of salt.

rind, gene orange, peeled and sec- 
tioned; lettuce, salad dressing. 


Wash pepper. Cut a slice from 
the stem end and remove seeds 
and membrane. Cream the cheese, 
add the raising (plumped by wash- 
ing and putting in a strainer and 
steaming over boiling watér for 
8 or 4 minutes), orange rind and 
sit and mix, Pack into the pepper 
shell and thoroughly chill. When 
ready to serve cut filled pepper 
into rings.

PICKLED PEARS ARE A SPICY DELIGHT FOR WINTER MEALS

Mrs. Alexander George 
ELISHES will do a lot to pep 
R up your meals next winter. 
The piquancy of pickles is 
needed, particularly now that the 
American diet, because of ration 
restrictions, tends to be on the 
starchy side. So start on the late 


garden offerings and convert them 
into tangy spiced relishes and de- 


_lectable pickles. 


Among the easiest and best of 
the pickle family are oil pickles. 
Wipe off 25 three-inch cucumbers 
with a damp cloth. Cut into one- 
third inch crossway slices and soak 
three hours in salt water to cover. 
Use two tablespoons regular table 
salt for each four cups cold water. 
Rinse in fresh cold water and pack 
in sterilized pint jars. Place two 
slices white onions (one inch in 
diameter) and one teaspoon white 
mustard seed in each jar. Loose- 
ly tie two teaspoons celery seed 
into a small muslin square, add to 
two cups vinegar and one-half cup 
water, Simmer, covered, for 20 
minutes. Add one-half cup olive 
oil and pour over the cucumbers. 
Fill to ‘overflowing. Seal at once. 
Store in cool, dark, dry place, 


These will be ready to eat in about: 


three weeks. 


PICKLED *PEARS. — Pare, core 
and, if peeled fruit igs to stand 
several minutes before packing, 
put in slightly salted water to pre- 
vent discoloration. Drain and boil 
in a medium or heavy syrup for 25 
minutes. Add one tablespoon lemon 
juice and one stick of cinnamon 
or one-half teaspoon whole allspice 
for each quart of pears. Pack boil- 
ing hot into sterilized jars and seal. 

Medium Syrup—Use two parts of 
water or fruit juice to one part 
of sugar and bring to a boil. 

Heavy Syrup—Use one part of 
water or fruil 


Mustard Pickles are grand to 
serve with hot or cold meats, fish 
or fowl. Cover 12 cups 
peeled cucumbers with one-half 
cup salt and two quarts cold wa- 
ter, Let stand over night and pour 
into colander to drain. Mix to- 
gether two and one-half cups su- 
gar, one-half cup mustard, one cup 
flour, one tablespoon tumeric, two 
teaspoons celery seed and one-half 
teaspoon curry powder. When well 
blended add six cups vinegar and 
two cups water. Cook five minutes 
Over low heat. Stir often. Add the 
cucumbers and simmer for 35 min- 
utes.. It is advisable to set the 
cooking pan over an asbestos mat 
to prevent scorching. Stir fre- 
quently with long-handled wooden 
spoon. Pour into hot sterilized 
jars and seal at once. 

If you still have green toma- 
toes make these Maine Pickles: 
Wash and slice (do not peel) one- 
half peck of firm, well formed 
green tomatoes (blossom ends dis- 
carded). Sprinkle with one-half 
cup salt, arranged in layers with 
the sliced tomatoes and three cups 
sliced small white onions. Let 
stand over night. Drain and add 
four cups vinegar, one cup water,

Pour 
into sterilized jars and seal at 
once, 

Melon Rind Pickles are always 
in demand. Peel and remove all 
green and pink portions from the 
rind of a watermelon. Cut in one- 
inch cubes. Soak overnight in so- 
lution of four tablespoons salt to 
one quart.water. Drain. Cover 
with fresh water and cook until 
almost tender. Drain rind and 
make’ syrup of four cups sugar, 
two cups vinegar, four teaspoons 
whole cloves, eight sticks cinnamon 
or four teaspoons whole spice, one- 
half teaspoon mustard seed. Tie 
spices in spice bag, add bag to 
syrup and heat to boiling. Allow 
to cool 15 minutes. Add drained 
watermelon rind and cook until 
clear and transparent. Remove 
spice bag, pack in sterilized jars 
and seal,

To Sleep Like a Top.

Take Care 
Of Mouth 
Infection

OR a while it was called 
FF ‘trench mouth,” and it may be 

called acute pyorrhea, Tech- 
nically it is called Vincent’s infec- 
tion, after the French bacteriolo- 
gist who discovered the germs 
which cause it. It is an inflamma- 
tion of the gums, especially near 
the tooth margin and beginning 
with redness and swelling and a 
little pus formation; it can go on 
to local gangrene and considerable 
tissue loss. 

It is caused by two germs which 
are nearly always found together 
—one is a bacillus and one a long, 
curly spirillum. ‘ 


WHEN iT 1s sip that the 
condition is due to infection with 
these germs, the statement leaves 
out another factor, perhaps two 
that are really more important 
than the presence of the germs 
themselves. Because from every- 
one’s mouth—no matter how clean 
and healthy—it is possible to cul- 
ture some Vincent germs. They 
are on the surface of the gums or 
teeth and do no harm until they 
penetrate the tissues and this pen- 
etration is due to a lowering of 
bodily resistance, perhaps poor 
diet. The other possible factor is 
that you are used to your own 
Vincent germs ,but if you happen 
to get someone else’s in your 
mouth you are liable to trouble. 

If taken early when the gums 
are just beginning to be acutely 
red ‘and swollen, it can be success- 
fully stopped in fout or five days 
by an experienced dentist. Later 
on when destructive changes have 
occurréd, restoration is not so 
easy.

As Good as 


Personnel

E have to have day nurseries 
W for little children whose 

mothers are out of the house 
during the day. Few mothers leave 
their homes and their little chil- 
dren for work because they prefer 
to do so. Given their preference 
they would rather stay at home 
and care for their children, but 
just now some of them have no 
preference. They must go to work, 
For those mothers of little chil- 
dren who must goto work during 
the day, we are obliged to estab- 
lish day nurseries for little chil- 


‘dren. We might as well stop talk- 


ing about it and begin. 

The place to begin is with the 
teacher or nurse in charge. The 
success of the nursery must in the 
end depend upon this person's 
health, character and training. 
Just anybody will not do. A kind 


- heart, an affection for little chil- 


dren, a desire to be useful, are not 
enough for this job. The person 
occupying it must have all those 
requirements and a lot more. 

x *« * 

TRAINING little children is not 
a task for jist anybody who hap- 
pens to like it. One must know 
how, and what and when to do 
and what is necessary to do for the 
health, the development and edu- 
cation of the children. The head 
of.the nursery must be a trained 
children’s nurse, a teacher, an ad- 
ministrator and a devoted child 
leader. Nothing short of these re- 
quirements will do. 

Such teachers should be licensed 
by the education authorities, such 
nurses by their training schools, 
and approved by the health and 
education boards. Only the thor- 
oughly qualified teacher and nurse 
should be allowed to shoulder 
such a responsibility as this care 
of little children. The first ex- 
perience such children meet with 
are going to influence them for 
the’ rest of their lives, and we can- 
not be too careful about the peo- 
ple who will administer those ex- 
periences. 


gee — . 

THE BUILDING where the 
school is established should be ap- 
proved by the health, fire, educa- 
tion bureaus. . The head of the 
nursery should select the furnish- 
ings, or have the approval of them 
before accepting them. The re- 
sponsibility for the administration 
of the school should then be left 
to the head and with the responsi- 
bility should, in fact must, go full 
authority. 


‘It is no little thing we do when 
we turn over little children to day 
nurseries, removing the helpless 
little ones from their mothers’ 
supervision and care. We are as- 
suming responsibility for the de- 
cent upbringing of the nation’s 
next generation, and it is our sa- 
cred duty to assure ourselves that 
we are doing everything to dis- 
charge that obligation fully and 
in full.

Officer in Command of One Soldier 
Lieut. Breger Has Hands Full With Brain Child and Alter Ego, Private Breger

NEW YORK, Sept. 21. 

OMEWHERE with American 
S troops in England is a very 

confused young man who pre- 
pared to become a professor of 
abnormal psychology, tramped 
around the world, worked as a 
sausage salesman, established him- 
self as professional cartoonist, got 
married but hasn’t seen his wife 
for more than a year, is the fa- 
ther of a daughter now six months 
old he has never laid eyes on, and 
who now finds himself an officer 
in the Army of the United States 
without carbine or command, re- 
sponsible only for the conduct of 
one insignificant little citizen-sol- 
dier, Private Breger. 


Lt, David Breger, creator of the 
meek but irrepressible, uniformed 
character now a familiar and af- 
fectionately regarded character on 
the comic page of the Post-Dis- 
patch and more than 650 other 
metropolitan newspapers, will yield 
to no one, not even his own Pri- 
vate Breger, for being in a state 
of bewilderment considerably larg- 
er than Texas. Although his par- 
ticular job at this time is to gather 
material for his cartoon depicting 
the actions and reactions of a little 
guy in the Army who never quite 
“catches on,” it is evident that his 
own mission is equally unclear if 
an excerpt from on: of the whim- 
sical letters to his wife may be

portant part in this war,” he 

informed her. “The other 
night I saw two generals in deep 
distress and on inquiry learned 
they were short one penny (pence, 
to me) for a telephone call. I ad- 
vanced it. Remember: ‘For the 
want of a nail, the shoe was lost, 
for the want of a shoe the horse 
was lost’ and so-on down to the 
fall of a kingdom?

All his officers have pugnacious, 
jutting jaws and all enlisted men 
have round, mild chins not unlike 
that of Privaéte Breger (and, it 
must be added, not unlike that of 
Cartoonist-Lieutenant Breger). In 
Dave’s cartoons, his little fellow 
will be seen valiantly carrying a 
pair of pliers forward into action 
while a lantern-jawed observer in 
the background comments over 
folded arms: “Why doesn’t some~- 
one tell him what we mean by a 
pincers movement!” Or Private 
Breger at the head of a mass of 
soldiers preparing to leap from a 
landing barge, bends with military 
fastidiousness over his feet while 
the caption, reflected in the faces 
of his companions (all looking 
somewhat like Private Breger)

HEN he returned to Chicago, 

with a few ideas of what 

ought to be done about the 
world, he went to work for his 
father, losing him considerable 
business as a salesman. He sent a 
few of his whimsical cartoons to 
the Saturday Evening Post, and 
before you can say Dave Breger, 
he was a professional free lance 
cartoonist with a studio drawing 
pieces for the Post, New Yorker, 
Esquire, Collier’s, and other well- 
paying magazines. 

It looked very much iike 
Brother Breger was sitting pretty. 
Two years of love and a substan- 
tial income led him to believe that 
this was his time to marry. He 
had met, and purchased ice cream 
sodas, for a delightful girl named 
Dorothy, who rented apartments 
in the building where he worked. 
As a final bid, a sort of coup de 
grace, he invited her on a yacht 
trip with a married pair who were 
in the yacht bracket, Dorothy’s 
father, who had read all about the 
Bohemian lives of artists (which 
for all he knew included cartoon- 
ists) quickly visualized the possi- 
bility of his daughter looking at 
the moon through a porthole, and 
demanded an introduction’ to this 
brash young man, After meeting 


‘him, he refused permission, where- 


upon Breger married the girl and 
took her on the yacht trip anyway. 
Dorothy’s father, who is now one 
of Dave’s most ardent admirers, 
is still amused at the manner in 
which Breger outwitted him. 

At any rate, about the time that 
Breger was ready to accept the 
domestic yoke, he was drafted and, 


somewhere at Camp Dix and later 
in Louisiana, appeared Private 
Breger, a woebegone, 30-year-old 
citizen soldier if’ever there was 
one, There were six, long discour- 
aging months of ditch digging, po- 
tato peeling, and pot-scrubbing, 
but finally he received due recog- 
nition and was assigned to truck 
driving. 

In this latter occupation, re- 
signed to the futility of all things, 
he originated poor little Private 
Breger, the creature of his pen 
who no matter how hard he tried 
could never do the right thing.

O if you go to London, and see 
S avery unhappy American Lieu- 

tenant amid high British digni- 
taries, you'll know who it is. It’s 
Private Breger, although he is mas- 
querading with Government per- 
mission in an officer’s uniform. 
He wants to go home to his wife 
and baby, and he is less interested 
in what happens in Italy than in 
what happened to the motion pic- 
ture films they sent him which 
failed to arrive. If he knew what 
his father-in-law was doing toward 
spoiling the child, he’d desert and 
swim home, but only an Axis agent 
would tell him, 

Meanwhile, he sends along little 
anecdotes from London: “Horse- 
meat isn’t bad, it’s only that you 
feel like you’re eating your best 
friend. . . . Somebody stole that 
nipple of the baby’s you sent me. 
I put it on the end of my pencil, 
but I guess somebody here took it 
home ‘cause you can’t get them 
easily here anymore. ... Wouldn’t 
it be terrible if the baby looked 
like me and had your brains?.. , 
I had an egg today. ... Maybe I 
can get home soon. ,.. I'm wait- 
ing for pictures of you and my 
baby. ... Maybe I can get home 
soon ... soon.”

A SOUTH “PACIFIC BASE. 

N our arrival yesterday morn- 
0 ing, we saw a little Red Cross 

canteen which serves the men 
at the airport. It is supposed to 
open at 6 a. m., but I know from 
many flyers this hour is flexible 
and often the girls of the staff get 
up to give the men coffee and to 
see them off on a mission at 3 or 4 
o'clock in the morning. 

We drove over the whole field 
and I was interested in the way 
the boys decorate and name their 
planes and mark them for each 
achievement. Some planes have 
wonderful, records and when they 
are retired their crews have a 
very personal sense of loss. 

At 8:30 o’clock this morning, we 
went off to drive to a big con- 
valescent camp. The island scen- 
ery is beautiful with mountains 
and fertile valleys, but it is al- 
ready beginning to be hot. Every- 
one speaks of the mud, which ap- 
pears with the rainy seasons, as 
though it were something rather 
astonishing and disagreeable. We 
have already contributed some- 
thing towards the control of the 
mosquito by draining several 
swamps, but there -is still much to 
be done. Fortunately, the malarial 
mosquito is as yet unknown here. 

We visited two hospitals during 
the day and a receiving camp. 
Here the Navy assembles boys just 
arrived from home, prior to their 
being allocated, as well as trans- 
ferg them from one ship or station 
to another. They showed-me the 
system by which they try to keep 
mail flowing steadily to the boys. 
It is easy to appreciate their diffi- 
culties, when I tell you one boy 
helping in the office found his 
own name with the terse informa- 
tion, “missing.” He merely asked, 
“what shall I do? I’m here now.” 
Mail is one thing that every man 
wants. They even have a song 
about it, so don’t forget to write. 

I was also interested in a big 
ealvage depot, Most important, I 
suppose, are the tires which are 
completely made over in a shop 
They work so fast in this 
shop that they are always clamor- 


ing for more work. We saw shoes 
repaired here and one special man 
filling orders which had to be 
done by hand. One colored man 
from the South had the biggest 
fſoot / have ever seen and held a 
record for the Army. I think the 
actual size was 19%. 


In another tent, machines were 
whirring and tailors in uniform 
were salvaging discarded clothes. 
Others were struggling with a tent 
that needed repairs. Reciprocity 
between all the branches of the 
service is well carried out, but I 
thought sailors might have found 
mending canvas easier than did the 
men I saw working on it. All this 
salvage is work done on the spot 
and saves valuable shipping space, 
and is a very important job. 


By 5 p. m. we were at Admiral 
Halsey’s quarters, and three people 
came in to see me. Later the ad- 
miral had the new French gov- 
ernor and several other officers in 
to dine. It was a very pleasant 
evening. One more caller, a young 
lieutenant who came for a few 
minutes in the evening, rounded 
out the day. 

I must tell you again how charm- 
ingly the Filipino boys arrange 
flowers. They had some in a 
saucer for me this morning, which 
I have beside me now and which 
fill the room with fragrance. 


I visited the cemetery here to- 
day. The little white crosses climb 
up the hill, on the summit of which 
stands a high flagpole from which 
floats our flag. Some trees and 
shrubs soon will be planted, but 
just as it now stands, it is a dig- 
nified resting place for any soldier. 
who gladly gave his life in the 
service of his country. I thought 
of the women at home whose 
hearts are partly buried here, too, 
with the men they loved. I think 
they would feel not only peace on 
this spot, but pride in the cause 
for which so many made the great- 
est possible sacrifice,

Poor Lead 
Lost Hand 
For West

OR some obscure reason, un- 
F doubtedly pathological, the av- 
erage player does not mind 
leading away from a king or @a 
queen, but he cannot bring him- 
self to the point of laying down 
those unsupported cards, For ex- 
ample:

West had acted shrewdly in put- 
ting up the club ace and quickly 
shifting to hearts, but his selection 
of the precise heart to lead was 
shortsighted. He knew that he 
could never expect to get on lead 
again. He also knew that no other 
club trick nor any trick in dia- 
monds could be counted on. De- 
feating the contract, then, would 
depend on taking either two 
hearts and two spades—a remote 
chance—or, more likely, three 
hearts and one spade. The only 
circumstance that would return 
three defensive heart tricks was 
to find East with the A-J-10 and 
declarer with three low hearts. 
Even that position, however, would 
require intelligent defense, namely, 
the lead of the heart queen, not a 
low heart, by West. Obviously, the 
crux was for West to retain the 
lead if dummy failed to cover— 
something he ‘could not do by the 
lead of a low heart.
